Next Friday night the city council will have to decide whether or n i t to submit longer to the printing 


bold-up that has been practiced here for the past four years. 


T H E C O U N C I L H A S I T W I T H I N I T S P O W E R T O T H W A R T T H E G E L A T T - C A R G I L L P R I N T ­ 


I N G C O N S P I R A C Y . T h e law is such as to enable the aldermen to secure for the taxpayers the competition 


to which they are entitled, and of which they have been deprived as the result of an agreement between Rol­ 


a n d B. Gelatt and “ j i m ” Stras to enter a single bid for both Chronicle and Leader-Press, quoting the m axi­ 


mum and unusual price permitted by law to be charged, and “ cutting up the s w a g ” between them. 


Competition can be forced upon the conspirators in this way. 
T h e Tribune was not two years old when 


the advertisement for bids was published, hence its bid is not legal and cannot be accepted I T W I L L B E two 


years old on May 16, or five days after the council meeting Friday night. The council has tile authority next 


Friday night to reject the bid of the Leader-Press, 
which sticks to 
its old exorbitant figures because Mr, G el­ 


att and Mr Cargill think they have a “cinch* 
on gcting the maximum rate, and to rcadvertise for bids after 


May. 16. 


City Attorney Mahoney will probably tell the aldermen that under the law they are empowered to do this. 


He advised that the law governing the appointment of a city engineer w as not mandatory, and that that ap­ 


pointment couid be made at any time; a year ago he advised that the portion of the law fixing a definite time 


for the selection of an official paper also was not mandatory, and that the matter could be attended to at a 


subsequent date That is good law, and so also is the law fixing the date of advertisement advisory rather than 


mandatory 


The history of the printing conspiracy is, in brief, that some four years ago an agreement was entered into 


between T h e Leader Press and The Chronicle, then the only elegible papers in L a Crosse, whereby only one of 


them was to enter a bld for the city printing, naming the highest figure permitted by law to be chaiged, the 


profits to be divided 
During the year next prior to this “ gentlemen's agreement” the printing had cost 
the 


city 15 cents per folio; immediately after the conspiracy was put into effect the price jumped to 60 cents per 


folio “ Eliminate” competition, and pay the fiddler 
That “ maximum price” has been charged continuously ever 


since, the only break being when last year Th e Tribune closed its fight against the fraud by having the coun­ 


cil proceedings printed in pamphlet form. 


T h e Tribune expects, upon the date named in the readvertisement, to put in a reasonable bid for the city 


printing. 
It does not expect to ge: the contract, for just as the Light Trust began selling light below 
cost 


when competition appeared, to “ eliminate” the competition, so we expect that Mr Gelatt will drop his figures 


below cost on the city printing when the conspiracy is finally made inoperative. However, T h e Tribune will 


put in a fair bid, and the taxpayers wdl get the benefit of tfic fight this journal has made to secure a decent 


rate for the public work. It does not mattrr much to the taxpayers what p ip er doe" the printing, so long as it 


is to cost barely half as much as it h i s cost in the past. And, frankly, there will be a fair profit in the print­ 


ing contract at the figure Th e Tribune will bid, which will be a saving of many hundreds of dollars per year 


over the Gelatt-Cargill conspiracy rates.
